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The separable fastener samples represent Example 1 on pages 19-20 of the 
specification wherein the polyurethane is prepared from 400 grams of 
polytetramethylene glycol (MW 1000), 302 grams of isophorone diisocyanate and 
44.4 grams of 2,2-dimethylolbutanoic acid. Comparative Example 4 is drawn from 
Japanese Patent No. 62-112504 wherein the types and amounts of the reactants 
forming the polyurethane will be identified based on a submitted certified translation. 

Both samples were subjected to bleaching. Comparative Example 4 exhibited 
discoloration and balding compared to Example 1. The comparison is valid if the types 
and proportions of the polyurethane reactants have been held constant except for the 
particular acid.
